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OMLF Wednesday September 28, 201 1 Parking Proposal Forum 
Notes of the discussion and time line to set proposal into action 

Lots of stories of parking and transparency complaints came out. 

Mr. Pinto informed us that there is a new item from city for ease of 
paying parking tickets. Kiosks 
I don't think the public know you can call in to pay your parking tickets 
or if it cost extra; only those whose car is booted is aware that you can 
call right now and the boot can be removed right now. 
Kiosks are Located at city hall, Eastmont and main police stations 
The Kiosks are another secret rolled out by his department without city 
staff or the public knowing. Their response is that it is a pilot program 
and they are working out the kinks before rolling out to the city staff 
and then the public. 

There is a monthly parking enforcement meeting that a representative 
from OMLF will attend. Mr. Cyrus Pishdad he should report back to us 
what transpired in that meeting. 

Mr. Pinto informed us that the Parking enforcement team cannot resend 
a mistaken parking ticket but can call supervisor on the spot to rectify 
the ticket vs. the public spending time appealing the ticket. The public 
is not aware of this procedure. We are the watchdogs of this procedure 
as no one was aware. This is not presently being done by parking 
enforcement. The public should not have to appeal errors. 
Mr. Pinto gave us the ways to fight/appeal a parking ticket and says it is 
50-50 weighting on the public side of the complaint. We must start a 
blog to find out how true, (or some way of measuring success for the 
public). 

#1 ) go to parking department (staff) no payment due at that time of 
appeal 

#2) go to hearing officer and payment is due at that time of appeal 
#3) go to lowest level of court called limited jurisdiction and file a claim 
It was told by Sanjiv that it cost the city 1 1 mil to operate the parking 
kiosks. Mr. Gable stated this information should be available to the 
public. 

We tried to get at least one thing today that the parking enforcement 
task force could show mercy on the public; Item #4 of our proposal. Stop 
the aggressive parking enforcement 

Some of our requests are policy and some are procedures Mr. Pinto will 
see which of the procedures he can change in 30 days and let us know 
the process to change policy. We will ask him to distinguish the two. 
Noel Pinto will get back to us before our next forum October 26th 201 1 
this above item. 

It appears that the Policy vs. Procedures are another way of stalling our 
request. We must begin to get loud about parking or else the city will 
think we are just complaining and not serious. We will give 30 day and 
then if not heard start the petition process initiated by Allen Michaan 
Allen Michaan suggested an aggressive approach without waiting for a 
report back as it seems that we are being stalled. Karen King made 
suggestion that the new administration should be given a chance and to 
not blame them as the public voted in the same city council who is not 
willing to work with us. So it is the public who needs to be blamed for 
continuing the same madness as in the past. However we have a new 
administration give a 30 day window to see what transpires.
